Japan’s Stand Gives Apprehension.

School Action Bitterly Resented. 

*“ There is much misunderstanding in Japan 
concerning the true situation. Of course, the 
Japanese government fully realises that the 
action against the Japanese children ies local 
and not general in this country, but all the! 
Japanese pecplie do not understand conditions 
in this country, and a local unfriendliness 
to Japanese is regarded by many persons as 
a national action. 

“After all the years of friendship between, 
the two nations it seems too bad that the 
poor, innocent little Japanese school children 
should be subjected to such indignities,” said ' 
the ambassador. “ Such action on the part 
of local authorities in this country is re- 
sented bitterly by all Japanese.”’ 

The treaty on which the ambassador bases 
his views contains this provision, which is the 


keystone of the Japanese case: 
In whatever relates to rights of residence and 


trevel . the citizens or subjects of each 
ccntreeting party shall enjoy in the territories of 
the other the same privileges, liberties, and rights 
and shall be subject to no higher imposts or 
charges in these respects than native citizens or 
subjects of the most favored nation. 


Japan Playing a Deep Game. 

In the opinion of high officials of the ad- 
ministration there is more behind the Japa- 
nese Gemands than appears on the surface. 
For years the people of the Pacific coast have 
been agitating against the Japanese. The 
authorities in Tokio fully understood the 
labor sftuation tn California and sought to 
minimize the danger of trouble by diverting 
Japanese emigration from the United States, 

So long as Japan was menaced by Russia 
and her plans for Manchurian domination 
were unaccomplished, it wanted peace with 
the United States and a feeling of friendship 
which would enable it to enjoy the moralband 
| finanelal support of the American people. 
’ Having fought a successful war and obtained 
control ‘of Manchuya, Japan now wants to 
remaif in that region, 

Everything that could be done to solidify 
Japanese control over Manchuria has been 
done, and it was so flagrantly in violation of 
the terms of the treaty of Portsmouth that 
Secretary Root, by direction of the presi- 


dent, protested and demanded that Japan ob- 


serve the solemn pledges made in treaty and 
in repeated notes to the United States. Re- 
sponding to the protest, Japan gave formal 
assurances that it would. withdraw from 
Manchuria and not hinder American trade.

Carnegie’s Former Partner Expected 
to Take Control of Great System. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 25.--{[Special.]— 
President Alexander J. Cassatt of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad spent one long day at his 
desk yesterday, the first for months, and to- 
day was reported too ill to leave hie home at 


Haverford. 


The report of his condition did mot come 
from. Pennsylvania railroad officials, who 
persisted in the policy they have maintained 
ever since the news of the great railroad 


man’s breakdown first became public. 


In- 


stead, it came from trades people and friends 
not bound by the same motives as the officials 


of the road are. 


Immediately after the news of his collapse 
was brought to the office it was officially an- 
nounced that the proposed trip of inspection, 
upon which President Cassatt and a number 
of the directors and other officials of the road 
were to start tomoggow, had been postponed, 
No definite date was set when the trip will be 


taken: 


Collapse Said to Be Complete. 


Despite the assurances om the part of the 
management of the road, the reason for 
which is obvious, it can be certainly stated 
that the collapse of President Cassatt is com- 
plete and that his condition is dangerous 
in the extreme; that he went to hie office 
and again assumed control of affairs of the 
giant, corporation this week in direct defiance 
of the orders of his physictans; and that ft is 
probable that he will never set foot within 


them again. 


Frick to Succeed Him. 


So certain is the management secretly that 
the big man’s days are ended that a strong 
battle is even now on for the presidency,

Madison, Wis., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]—Book 
writing professors who devote a large part 
of their time to authorship and private gain 
at the expense of university work for which 
tuey are paid by the state are scored by the 
university legislative investigating commit- 
tee which filed its report with Gov. Davidson 
today. 

The committee frowns on “ double salary ”’ 

geal when it interferes with class work. The 
committee also that regents hold 
more frequent meetings and take more of a 
directing hand in the management of the un!l- 
versity and not leave so much for the presi- 
demt to do. 
Regents also are scored in the report for 
not having knowledge of existing abuses 
about the institution. The board of regents 
is the governing body of the institution, de- 
clares the report, but the president has as- 
sumed the governing power. The members 
of the board are not paid a salary, and, asa 
result, they devote as little time as possible 
to the work of overseeing untversity affairs. 
The committee recommends that a salary be 
paid to encourage industry and foresight. 


No Personal Attacks. 


No personalities are indulged in. It is said 
that not one name of a professor appears. 
The criticism is directed at the department in 
which the abuse existed, but no person is 
men 4. Only once President Van Hise’s 
name is used. - Recently the committee ex- 
aminéd a number of students and professors 
and the testimony was to the effect that all 
was now harmony in the institution. 

While the committee made an exhaustive 
examination as to fraternities, the junior 
“ prom,” and social life generally at the insti- 
tution, it makes no recommendation as to the 
regulation thereof, save to suggest it is 
within the province of the regents to use a 
restraining hand if necessary. 

The report completely exonerates Prof. G. 
N. Knapp, whose veiled charges a year ago of 
irregularities in the management of the agri- 
cultural college and university farm led to his 
discharge and the subsequent investigation of 
the university by the legislature. The report 
says nothing was presented reflecting on the 
integrity;- honesty, and capacity of Prof. 
Knepp, and seys if more tact were employed 
in his department there should have been no 
difficulty in gettting along with Knapp. 


‘Censure on Farm School. 


The -agricultural college management is 
censured for monarchical methods of govern- 
ment. Owing to the resignation of Farm Su- 
perintendent L. H. Adams, on whom a strong 
war was made, and the final disposition of the 
Knapp affair, it is believed the department

POLICE ADHERE TO MURDER

Experience with Palace Hotel Tragedy

Owing to the tragic conclusion of the Lesile 
murder mystery both Capt. O’Brien and 
Chief Collins are unwilling to risk making a 
similar error in regard to the death of At- 
torney Charles H. Stevenson, and they are 
hanging to the murder theory, although they 
feel sure the death was accidental. 

Capt. O’Brien said the report that Mrs. 
Stevenson had fied the city and would fail 
to appear at the inquest tomorrow was false. 
He said he was in communication with her 
and she was doing everything possible to 
assist the police. He admitted she had 
moved, but it was for the purpose of avoid- 
ing the constant annoyance of answering 
questions relative to the death of her hus- 
band. This was confirmed later by-Chief 
Collins. 

The telegram sent by Attorney George C. 

Clark of Evanston to Mrs. Stevenson, mak- 
ing an appointment and advising her not to 
say anything about the death of her husband 
until he had talked with her, was explained 
satisfactorily to the police’ and Clark was 
allowed to depart, but was notified that his 
presence was desired at the inquest. 

“I heatd many. rumors about Stevenson's 
secret tharriage,’”’ said Clark, “‘and as a 
friend of her husband I wished to aasist her. 
Assuming that scandal would follow any talk 
on the part of, Mrs. Stevenson relative to her 
marriage, I sent the telegram advising her 
not totalk. I had no other purpose in sending 
the message.” 

In explaining the appointment made with 
Mrs. Stevenson, Clark told Capt. O’Brien that 
it referréd to a brother of Mrs. Stevénson 
who was to arrive in Chicago from the east, 
and: that at Mrs, Stevenson's request he was 
to meet him.

Victims of Guif Hurricane Rescued 
While Clinging to ‘Weeshage~tne of 
Number Driven aes 


Norfolk, Va., Oct.:25—Counting the.min- 
utes, which. seemed to.them to. be, but few 
intervening between them and death, bruised, 
hungering, and athirst, six men adrift on a 
bit of wreckage off the Florida coast.saw one 
of their comparions whose .sufferings had 
driven him med throw himeelf intot gea to 
death. Not long afterward a ship saved their 
lives. 

The five survivors were landed here today 
by the British steamer Heatherpool, Capt.

the mayor is willing to see in it a victory 
for immediate municipal ownership and 
accepts the ordinances, that is his affair. 
The expressed purposes of the ordi- 
nances are praiseworthy. They include 
the settlement of an old and angry con- 
troversy, the reconstruction of wornout 
systems and the establishment of high 
grade street car service. But before the 
ordinances can become law the blanks 
they contain must be filled to the satis- 
faction of the aldermen and the public. 
In considering previous tentative ordi- 
nances the filling of blanks has‘ always 
caused trouble. It may do so now. 

The pereentage of the net receipts 
which the companies shall receive as in- 
terest on their capital investment is left 
blank. The percentage of the remaining 
| amount which is to go to the city is left 
blank. There are other blanks, but these 
‘are the most important ones. If they are 
filled to the satisfaction of the public the 
ordinances will be, 
worthy of all acceptance. If they cannot 
be filled thus the ordinances will go to the 
scrap heap, where so many other ordi- 
nances are piled up. 

The companies do not intimate what 
percentages they will demand for them- 
selyes or concede to the city. Apparently 
it is not their intention to go into these 
matters with the local transportation 
committee until it shall have read 
digested the ordinances, or until an agree- 
ment shall have been reached as to the 
present value of the properties. That is 
another hard nut to crack. 

The immediate municipal ownership 
hysteria which broke off last year’s nego- 
tiations ‘has abated. It is no longer a 
disturbing element. The shadowy con- 
cessions made to it in the ordinances 
probably will be joyfully accepted = by 
the dwindling remnant of the “I. M. 0.” 
following. There is nothing to prevent an 
amicable and mutually beneficial settle- 
ment if the companies are not unreason- 
able on the subject of percentages and 
do not insist on filling the blanks with 
figures that will give them too much and 
the city too little. If they had been more 
reasonable in the past there would have 
been less municipal ownership agitation. 


THE VICKSBURG MONUMENT. 
The troops of Iinois are again camped 
at Vicksburg, as large numbers of them 
were in the spring of 1863. Their present 
mission is a peaceful one. The members 
of the First regiment of the rational 
guard represent the military dignity of

It is the dedication of a 
monument to cOmmemotfate those deeds 
of a former generation of soldiers that 
accounts for the presence of the governor 
see his military escort in Vicksburg to- 
ay. 

It was in the west that the Illinois men 
played the most conspicuous part in the 
war of the rebellion. The seventy-nine 
regiments of Illinois soldiers who partici- 
pated in the Vicksburg campaign under 
such distinguished leadership as that of 
Grant, Logan, McClernand, and four or 
five other generals made a record well de- 
serving the honor of a monument from 
the commonwealth.. For this purpose the 
State appropriated $160,000 in 1903, 
$100,000 additional in 1905, and added 
$10,000 more to cover the expense of ded- 
ication and the publication of a compre- 
hensive report of the acts of the monnu- 
ment commissien.

AMERICAN-JAPANESE AMITY. 

Advices from Tokio indicate the exist. 
ence of considerable feeling on the part 
of the Japanese against the United States 
as the result of the movement in San 
Francisco for separate. schools for the 
Chinese and Japanese. Before the earth- 
quake and fire in that city there were two 
completely equipped schools for the ex- 
clusive use of the children of these two 
oriental races. In the confusion attend- 
ant upon the disaster these separate 
schoole were abandoned, and since that 
event the children of native and for 
eigner have mingled freely in euch schools 
as have been open. » 

Agitation has been started looking to 
the segregation of the Japanese and Chi- 
nese in separate schools, this springing 
from the rahks of union labor, which re- 
sents the entrance of Japanese into com- 
petition with native labor at rates lower 
than the scale of the organizations. Only 
in San Francisco have there been the 
separate schools, Oakland, just across the 


bay, admitting Japanese without objec- 
tion, and the University of California wel- 


coming them without any discrimination. 
The labor antagonism seems a little wider 
in its area, but it is confined to the Pe- 
cific states. 

It seems reasonable to suppose that 
there is some force in the cumulation of 
grounds, for misunderstanding. The 
American protest against Japan’s pro- 
gram.in Manchuria, the affair of the Jap- 
anese poaching sealers, the Hawaiian ex- 
clusion policy, the murder of a Japanese 
bank president, and a few other things, 
relatively trififfmg in themselves, have 
combined .within a few weeks to give the 
appearance of American opposition to the 


Japanese which has no basis in a eg arg

The facts are that the ove 
majority .of the Ametican people 
friendly to Japan... This was al bor 
in a thousand ways. during the progress 
of the war with Russia, when many for- 
got the standing friendship of this 
country for Russi in-their. admiration for 
the achievements of the “ Yankees of the 
east.” The United States opened Japan 
to the knowledge and the trade of occl- 
dental nations, and the interest and 
friendship which have been manifested offi- 
cially have been cemented by many indi- 
vidual ties, as there has been interchange 
of visits and of persona! relationship dur- 
ing many years. 

The position which the United States 
holds in the Pacific is sufficient reason for 
the maintenance of amity and good will 
with Japan. The local prejudice of the 
people of the coast cannot be construed 
as the sentiment of the United States ex- 


‘cept by a straining of facts impossible 


among mén of judgment and prudence, 
There are more than 80,000,000 of people 
in the United States, and it is safe to say 
that the proportion of these who have the 
slightest hostile feeling to the Japanese 
as a race is so small as to deserve no 
serious attention from any one. There 
has been prejudice against the Chinese in 
many parts of the country. What oppo- 
sition there is to the Japanese is local and 
unimportant.

Mounted 
on those huge wheeled old velocipedes which 
preceded the present style of machines, he 
presented, especially in the dusk, a terrifying 
spectacie, as weird as the banshee itself, as 
he sped along, his tall, gaunt figure apparent- 
ly treading the air at lightning speed, and 
many is the Irish peasant who, after en- 
countering the colonel in the gloaming, 
rushed terror stricken to the nearest cabin, 
exclaiming: ‘“ Bedad, en’ I met the divil.”’

Those responsible for the story, widely 
circulated throughout the European press 
and cabled to this country, to the effect that 
the widowed Grand Duchess Sergius, sister of 
the czarina, is about to become the wife of 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholalevitch, com- 
mander fn‘ chief of the troops at St. Peters- 
burg, a city now subject to military law, are 
évidently ignorant of the fact that the grand 
duke is already married. On Sept. 4, 1892, 
he contracted a morganatic alliance with the 
enormously wealthy Mme. Burinine, the 
comely widow of the great ‘Moscow tea mer- 
chant of that name, Although no mention 
thereof is found in the “Almanach de 
Gotha,” yet the whion is a perfectly valid 
one in the eyes of the orthodox church and of 
Russian law, having been contracted with 
the consent of the late czar, Alexander III., 
which was obtained for the grand duke by 
his cousin and intimate friend, the present 
emperor. The grand duke’s marriage has 
turned out happily, besides relieving him of 
the financial embarrassments to which he 
was subjected by the insane extravagance 
of his disreputable father. He does not for- 
get what he owes to Emperor Nicholas in the 
matter, and that Is.the reason why he is de- 
voting himself so entirely to the protection of 
the czar and to the preservation of, his 
throne.

The grand duke, although not actually ap- 
pointed to the post, at the present moment 
wields the power of generalissimo of the 
army, and by many is described as the dic- 
tator of the empire. He is immensely tall, 
and regarded in military circles at Berlin, 
Vienna, and Paris as the most dashing and 
capable commander of cavalry now living. 

I have stated above that the grand duke’s 
marriage to Widow Burinine is a morganatic 
one. This statement requires qualification. 
It is morganatic only in #0 far that the couple 
have not married on a footing of equality 
and that the wife does not share her hus- 
band’s honors. Otherwise the alliance is 
entirely valid, both in the eyes of the church 
and in the eyes «¢ the law, and cannot be 
dissolved except by death or divorce.

Esme Howard, who has just been promoted 
from the office of British consul general for 
Crete to the post of counselor of the British 
embassy at Washington, rendered vacant by 
the appointment of Walter Townley to the 
$20,000 a year position of minister at Buenos 
Ayres, is a member of that great house of 
Howard of which the duke of Norfolk is 
the chief, while his wife, Lady Isabella How- 
ard, is also an Italian princess, her father 
being not only British earl of Newburgh but 
also Prince Giustiniani-Bandini and duke 
of Montdragone, anda direct descendant of 
King Edward I. of England. Lady Isabella 
is more Italian than English, having been 
brought up altogether at Rome, where her 
father occupies the magnificent Altieri pal- 
ace. And it was in the Eternal city that 
Esme Howard first met his wife when he 
was stationed there as one of the secretaries 
of the British embassy. Needless to add that 
Lady Isabella Howard is, like Lady Susan 
Townley, a Roman Catholic. The couple 
have a little boy about 8 years old. 

Hsme Howard is the fourth son of Henry 
Howard of Greystoke castle in Cumberland 
and a grandson of that Lory Henry Molyneux 
Howard who was the brother of the twelfth 
duke of Norfolk. Esme Howard is, there- 
fore, but remotely connected with Sir Henry 
Howard, British envoy at The Hague, and 
who spent so many years at Washington, 
where he married Miss Cecilia Riggs and 
where his son now makes his home. Esme 
Howard has been decorated by King Ed- 
ward with the Victorian order, was private 
secretary to the late Lord Carnarvon when 
viceroy of Ireland, private secretary to Lord 
Kimberley when secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, has been secretary of embassy 
at Rome and at Berlin, served through the 
Boer war as a trooper in the imperial yeo- 
manry, has &@ house in London, a place in 
the country, and is a member of the Travel- 

ra’ club. '

Lady Isabella Howard's father, Lord New- 
burgh, must not be confounded with that 
Lord Newborough who is such a frequent 
visitor to this country and who is married 
to Miss Grace Carr of Louisville, Ky. Lord 
Newburgh was born as an Italian prince 
and was naturalized as an Englishman by 
act of parliament on succeeding his mother 
as eighth earl of Newburgh, as Viscount

Clarence Bird Recital. 

Clarence Bird, a young American who has 
spent several years in Europe gtudying 
piano, gave his first Chicago recital last 

evening in Music hall. He was welcomed by 
an audience of fair size and the applause ac- 
corded him and his worktold of approval and 
kindly interest. I was able to hear him only 
in the first haif of his program. This con- 
sisted of the Pastorale Variée and a Gigue 
by Mogart, an Intermegzo and a Rhapsody 
by Brahms, and the Chopin Sonata, op. 35: 

This sufficed to convince that Mr. Bird has 
studied well, has mastered a goodly portion 
of the trying technics of his art, and has 
80 shaped good natural talents that they 
enable him to play in interesting and praise 
commanding manner, He has not developed 
as yet any striking musical individuality in 
his work, either technical or interpretative. 

He plays well, but he needs now to find him- 
self if he is to impress beyond that point. Last 
evening he showed a facility that was ample 
for the works undertaken, his touch is capa- 
ble of effective variation and gradation, he 
wins a tone which while big and sonorous is 
not forced or hare@h, he can sing a melody on 
the plano with distinct success, his phrasing 
is exact, and-he clearly has studied intelli- 
gently and carefully.

VALUES IN CANNED FOOD. 
{From the London Hospital, ] 

We speak advisedly of chemical elements, 
because the analytieal chemical data with 
regard to a given food do not by any means 
always express its dietetic value. A pair of 
old boots, a pinch of salt, a drink of. water, 
and a mouthful of atmospheric alr contain 
all the chemical elements of a typical diet 
and in ample quantity, yet these dishes would 


‘make a poor meal. 


In meat the principal nutrient element is 
nitrogen, and hence we class it as a nitrog- 
enous food. But if we are to get the value 
from this nitrogen it must be present in a 
form wecan digest and subsequently assimi- 
late. Horns, hoofs, cartilage, or gristle. skin 
tendon, and many other parts of an animal's 
carcass are rich in nitrogen—richer, if any- 
thing,. than more tender parts of the flesh— 
but the human digestion is only partially, if 
at all, able to extract*from the former struc- 
tures their nutritive elements. 

From this it follows that the consumer of 
tinned meat can be, and probably is, preju- 
diced by the above mentioned parts of the 
animal carcass being mixed, flavored. and 
sold as meat.

“A CRITICAL AND EXEGETICAL 
COMMENTARY ON -THE BOOK OF 
PSALMS,” by Charles Augustus Briggs 
(Scribner's), volume 1, is a book packed to an 
enormous degree with the condensed and 
epitomized results.of no less than forty years 
of most scholarly study. How Prof. Briggs 
has managed to put so much into these hardly 
more than 400 pages, with the free use of 
small type and an elaborate system of ab- 
breviations, is itself a wonder. There is no 
form of modern criticism, textual, historical, 
conjectural, poetical, or biblical, which Dr. 
Briggs has not pursued. The distinctively 
religious qualities and uses are only scantily 
touched upon. He believes that he has made 
some original contributions to the knowledge 
of the scheme of verse construction in He 
brew poetry. And this he has made evident 
in his version of the several psalms. The 
rendering in the revised version he does 
not greatly admire, regarding it as ‘‘ too 
pedantic and literal and too slavish in its 
adherence to the Masoretic text.’’ 

His own version, he says, is not intended 
for public or private use. It is nothing if 
not *‘critical.”’ It certainly is not remarka- 
ble for verbal felicity or tonal charm. The 
use of the transliterated term “ Yahveh *’ 
in place of the commonly used word “ Lord ”’ 
will, of course, never be accepted generally 
by English speaking people. But Dr. Briggs’ 
version has the advantage, as he believes, of 
indicating the peculiar verse forms of the 
Hebrew poetry.
